‘There have been spe- 
criens ‘of paper tnanufactured from cat straw, 
for sbine Weeks past, in the babda of several in- 
lividwals io this Village, and recently we ba 
been informed of he process by which it ts pro- 
duced. The cohesive property, so necessary to 
tue formation of paper, which straw wae 
never #0 to pomets, is commanicated to 
that article simply by boiling it about 20 min- 
utes in a solution of potash, (potaasa) after which 
itis converted into geper by the usual provers.

MISCELLANY. 


JERUSALEM. 
Description taken from a Missionary Journal. 

I aow take the liberty of communicating to 
you some observations about Jerasalem,from my 
fellow laborer Mr. King. | 

* Since iis foundation by Melchisedels, it bas 
been the scene of all that is great and _aplendid, 
and (terrible in theannals of the world. Sorhe- 
tomes it haa been the seat of splendor and mag- 
nificence, sometimes of destruction and desola- 
tion. ‘Twice it bas been laid in entire ruins, and 
twice has Zion been ploughed like a field, as it 
isat this day, - Seventeen times has it suffered 
(be desolations of war, and now it is by 
a nation, before which every thing that is beauti- 
fal withers. 

‘In the space ofso many ages, and io the 
midst of 80 many revolutions, it is expected some 
valleys should have been exalted and sume elo- 
vations made low. I iave viewed the city froin 
many differeot stations, | have walked around it 
and within it, have stood on the Mount of Ol- 
ives, with Josephus’ description of it in my 
hunds, sometimes reading, sometimes looking to 
seo if[ could discover any of those distinctive 
mariss of the different parts of the city, as laid 
down by bim near 1800 years ago, and, after all 
+ ee T compare it fo a beautiful person, 
whom have not seen for many years, and who 
hae passed throngh agreat variety of changes 
and misfortunes, which have caused the rose oo 
her cheeka to fade, her flesh to consume away. 
and her skin to become dry and withered. Still 
some great features are remaining, by which | 
recogaise her as the one, who used to be the de- 
light of the circle in which she moved. Such is 
the present appearance of this holy city, which 
was once the\ beauty of israel,” and the joy of 
the whole earth, when compared with the de- 
scription given of itas it existed before its de- 
struction by the Roman army. 

“ Zion on the south, east and west is distinct- 
ly marked by Him, who faid the foundation of 
the earth and cannot be mistaken, being en- 
compassed, except on the north, by valleys sev- 
eral huadred feet indepth, That on the south 
ix called Tophet or Gehennah; that on the east 
the valley of Jehoshaphat, or the King’s Dale, 
or the valley of the Brook of Cedron; and that 
on the west, the Pool of Beersheba by come, and 
by others, the Pool of Bathsheba, because, it is 
said that the houre and garden Uriah were 
in this valley, and that here David saw his wile 
from the top of his house on Moudt Zion.

The Augsburg Gazette gives letters of the

having been reinforced, new consists of 8000 


men. 

Letters from Bucharest of June 6th. mention

CULTIVATION OF THE GRAPE VINE, 
No. 3, 

Mode of propagatng the Vine and planting. 
—The grape vine can be produced from the slip, 
taken from good and wholesome vines, at least 
beven or cight yeareold. By this mode, it re- 
quires from five to six years before they can be 
n fall bearing. Many people arevia the habit 
of suffering sprouts to grow on their old vines’ 
‘near the ground, aod bury them io the earth io 
the fail. This mode is very injurious to the old 
vine. No sprouts should be suffered to grow for 
that purpose. The mode practised by Nursery 
men is, ‘to devolé the whole of awine for that 
purpose. - It should be entirely of the previour 
year's growth, whichshould have not more thao 
two branches.
